Now, wheat is worth wholesale 
about Sl.41! n bushel,or two nnd n half days' 
labor. ID six centuries meat has nearly 
tribled. in price ; but wages have inareased 
more than seven-fold. 
Thus it will bo per- 


ceived that the improvement in pay for la- 
bor, while it may better tho laborer's condi- 
tion, does not tend to increase his content- 
ment. 
Subsistence is surely easier than of 


old, though tbo laborer is not satisfied to 
live as his ancestors lived. It is with him 
as it ia with all of us—his desires have aug- 
mented mora rapidly than tho moons to 
gratify them. Out wants are innumerable 
and, to a largo extent, artificial. 
Luxuries, 


as they were once considered, have grown 
to be necessities.
